Co-Operative Farmers’ 
Organisation 


At last meeting of Strathmore 
{ Local of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta a letter was read from the 
general secretary outlining a co-op- 
erative scheme ot handling the pro- 
duce of the province. For a long 
time past the farmers have felt that 
| the middleman has been getting the 
big end of the profits from the grow: 
ing and sale of produce, and " 
while the consumer has been paying 
through the nose for the various 
products of the farm, the farmer has 
been underpaid for the same pro- 
duce, 

Even [with the high profits that 
the middleman has been making, 
they have not been handling the bus- 
iness satisfactorily, for while at one 
point the farmer may be leaving his 
produce to rot for want of proper 


marketing facilities, at other 
points consumers can hardly get 
supplies. 


That farmers can take this mat- 
ter in hand and deal with it success- 
fully can hardly be doubted, after 
the phenomenal success which has 
attended the operations of the Grain 
Growers Grain Co, At the close of 
their last financial year this: Com- 


pany, maintained by the farmers on bf 


a co-operative basis, had made 
$121,614.13 net profit on a capital 
of $586,472.72.. This year their op- 
erations will be on an even larger 
scale, 

The Government elevators in 
Manitoba have been taken over by 
the Company, also one of the CPR’s 
term‘nal elevators, and the selling of 
lumber is to be handled also. Far- 
mers only are entitled to hold stock 
in the Company, and the 
each man can hold is limited to ten 
shares, so that it will be seen that 
there is no danger of anything in 
the nature of a monopoly being at- 
tempted by any individuals. 

The Grain Growers will not do all 
the business in the West, but the 
effect of their action will be to force 
the private Compagies to confine 
themselves to a reasonable profit, 
and ensure the farmer a decent price 
for his produce. 

A number of share holders in the 
Grain Growers Coy, are located. in 
Strathmore district, and the Com- 
pany are intending to make a strong 

id for the business in this locality, as 
will be seen from their advertisement 
in another column. The Company 
are at present offering fresh stock 
to cope with the increasing business 
they are undertaking to do.

INQUIRY INTO WAGE QUESTION 
Exhaustive Investigation by the Do 
i minion Department of Labor 

| Ottawa.—The department of labor 
is making an exhaustive inquiry Into 
the whole question of wages in Can- 
ada. The work is in the hands of 
R. H. Coles, editor of the Labor Ga- 
zette, who is recognized as one of 
the ablest statisticians in Canada. 

The idea is to make the inquiry 
very thorough, so that the information 
will be authoritative. The wages 
paid in every industry as far back as 
can be ascertained accurately will be 
obtained yearly Such information 
it is felt, will be of great value ja 
settling labor disputes. 

A somewhat similar inquiry into 
wholesale prices in Canada was con- 
ducted by Mr. Coles several years 
ago, and an investigation into retail 
prices is being contemplated. These 
figures enable the department to keep 
close watch gn the rise and fall of 
the cost of living.

This he takes to a 
printer in the neighborhood, and asks 
him to set up a proof of the letter- 
head tf satisfactory the printer ts 
to receive a good order 

In due time he calls for the proof, 
expresses satisf ion, but states that 
before giving the order, he must take 
it back to the governor 

He has now a Clean plece of paper 
inscribed with the name of a reput- 
able firm. He immediately writes 
upon it an order to another firm in 
the same line of business, stating that 
the goods are required in a hurry, 
and that our representative will call 
for them at a certain time,

The annual sale of nets of humau 
hair, according to the report of the 
American Consul at Kehl, is estimat

ANIMALS AGES 


Whales Live for 1,000 Years 

Undoubtedly the longest-lived ani- 
mal on earth is the whale, its span 
of existence being estimated by Cuv-: 
jer at 1,000 years The next largest 
animal the elephant, will, under fav- 
orable conditions, live 400 years. j 

When Alexander the Great conquer: | 
ed Porus, King of India, he took a 
great elephant that had fought gal- 
jantly for the defeated king, named, 
him Ajax. dedicated him to the sun, ; 
and placed upon him a metal band 
with the !nscription “Alexander, the 
aon of Jupiter, dedicated Ajax to the 
sun.” The elephant was found alive 
350 yeara later. 

The average age‘of cats {s fifteen 
years; of squirrels, seven or eight 
_ years; of rabbits, seven; a bear rare- 
ly exceeds twenty years; a wolf twen- 
ty; a fox, fourteen to sixteen. Lions 
are comparatively long-lived, lustances 
{having been recorded where they’ 
| reached the age of seventy years. 

Pigs have been known to live to 
the age of twenty years and horses to 
sixty but the average age of the 
horse {is twenty-five to chirty. Camels 
sometimes live to the age of a hun- 
dred, and stags are very long-lived. 

one having been taken by Charlee VI. 

in the Forest of Senlis which bore 
about its neck a collar on which was 
engraved, “Caesar hoc mihi donavit.| 

Whether or not this stag had act- 
ually lived since the days of one of the 

Caesars it is impossible to say, but 
| the evidence seems good. 

Eagles occasionally and ravens fre- 
quently reach the age of a hundred 
years, and swans have been known to 
live 300 years. A tortoise has been 
known to live 107 years.

Fifth—The excess water that 
goes into the soil comes out 
somewh re. It often seeps out 
on the and lower and injures it, 
or even destroys its use for agri- 
cultural purposes. 

Sixth— Water has a value the 
same as any other materiat. No 
ma has a right to more than he 
uses preperly. If he uses more 
than he needs or wastes it he is 
using up something that does not 
belong to him.
